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Disaster  Strikes  at  Weyauwega 


ATV  Rocket  Launch  Set 


Amateur  Radio  Answers 
Call  for  Communications 
from  Department  of 
Emergency  Government 

The  north-central  Wisconsin 
village  of  Weyauwega  got  an 
early  and  most  unwelcome  wake- 
up  call  on  March  4,  1996  when, 
at  about  5:45  a.m.,  a  Wisconsin 
Central  Ltd.  freight  train  enroute 
to  Neenah  from  Stevens  Point 
derailed  on  the  north  edge  of  the 
village.  Thirty-four  cars  left  the 
tracks,  and  14  or  15  were  pres¬ 
surized  tank  cars  filled  with  liq¬ 
uid  propane.  Six  of  those  cars 
began  burning. 

Emergency  officials  decided 
to  take  no  chances:  All  1,700- 
plus  residents  were  evacuated 
from  the  village,  many  with  only 
the  clothing  they  were  wearing. 

Most  evacuees  were  taken  to 
nearby  Waupaca. 

Amateur  Radio  Emergency 
Service  (ARES)  personnel  con¬ 
tacted  State  Director  of  Emer¬ 
gency  Government  A1  Shanks 
later  that  morning,  who  in¬ 
structed  ARES  to  activate  com¬ 
munications  and  set  up  a  com¬ 
mand  post  at  the  Red  Cross  Cen¬ 
ter  in  Waupaca.  At  DEG’s  direc¬ 
tion,  amateurs  also  provided 
communications  for  the  incident 
command  post  at  Weyauwega,  at 
the  Fremont  WI  Fire  Station 
(where  all  the  Weyauwega  fire 
department’s  equipment  was 
taken  to  be  housed  and  main¬ 
tained),  and  at  a  road  block 
check  point  at  state  highways  10  and  49. 

Communications  were  provided  for  Red  Cross  shelters  in  Waupaca.  Circuits  were 
also  active  from  Waupaca  to  the  State  Emergency  Operations  Center  of  the  Department 
of  Emergency  Government  in  Madison,  where  RACES  station  WC9AAG  was  in 
operation  24  hours  a  day  for  nearly  two  weeks.  Two  meter  repeaters,  the  3993.5  kHz 
RACES  frequency,  and  some  packet  radio  nodes  were  used  for  the  long-haul  path  to 
Madison. 

Because  of  the  long  duration  of  the  emergency,  not  enough  local  operators  were 
available  in  Waupaca,  and  a  call  went  out  for  help.  As  of  March  15,  75  operators  from 
more  than  23  Wisconsin  counties  had  volunteered  and  served  at  Waupaca  -  from  about 
a  200  mile  radius.  In  Madison,  at  WC9AAG,  thirty-eight  operators  did  operating  stints. 

It  is  too  early  to  provide  many  more  details,  and  we  will  have  a  followup  story  in 
our  May  issue.  We  close  with  this:  Playing  it  safe  paid  off.  No  one  was  killed,  no  one 
was  even  hurt.  In  that  situation,  it  could  have  been  very  different.

PRB-1  Moves  Closer  to 
Codification;  Needs  Boost 


Rep.  Ben  Brancel  (R-Endeavor)  and 
Sen  Richard  Grobschmidt  (D-Milwaukee) 
have  introduced  legislation  codifying  PRB-

900  and  Senate  Bill  544. 

AB  900  is  in  the  Assembly  Committee

(5-0)  in  the  Senate  Committee  on  Trans¬ 
portation,  Agriculture  and  Local  Affairs.

Amateur  Radio  plays  a  role  in  plans  to 
launch  an  ATV -carrying  rocket  from 
Sheboygan,  Wisconsin,  nearly  50  miles 
into  the  air  over  Lake  Michigan,  as  part  of 
the  Wisconsin  Rockets  for  Schools  Project, 
a  program  to  stimulate  interest  and  excite¬ 
ment  in  mathematics  and  science.  Some 
3000  students,  most  in  grades  6  through 
12,  are  expected  to  witness  the  May  4 
launch  of  the  11 -foot-long  Super  Loki 
sounding  rocket  that  will  carry  a  black- 
and-white  camera,  ATV  transmitter  and 
radiotelemetry  gear  aloft. 

When  the  rocket  reaches  its  peak 
altitude,  it  releases  the  payload  and  switch¬ 
es  on  the  equipment  automatically,  ex¬ 
plained  Bryan  Suits,  WB8WKN,  of 
Houghton,  Michigan,  who’s  in  charge  of 
the  ATV  payload.  Over  the  next  half-hour 
or  so,  the  payload  will  descend  into  Lake 
Michigan  on  a  Mylar  parachute-type  de¬ 
vice.  "One  frame  of  video  is  100%  suc¬ 
cess.  Anything  after  that  is  a  bonus,"  Suits 
said,  but  added:  "We  hope  to  see  the 
entire  descent. " 

The  Rockets  for  Schools  program  puts 
an  emphasis  on  meteorological  and  envi¬ 
ronmental  monitoring.  Forty-five  students 
will  participate  directly  on  one  of  the  five 
teams:  Launch,  Range  Safety,  Tracking 
and  Communication,  Payload  and  Recov¬ 
ery. 

If  it  all  works,  ground-station  monitors 
will  see  Lake  Michigan  from  aloft.  In 
addition,  radiotelemetry  equipment  will 
transmit  data  on  battery  voltage,  internal 
temperature,  external  temperature  and, 
possibly,  ozone  levels  in  the  atmosphere. 
The  camera  will  be  aimed  out  the  side  of 
the  payload  device,  which  weighs  about  17 
lb.  The  ATV  transmitter  will  put  out  up  to 
2  W  of  power  on  434  MHz  into  a  simple 
dipole  or  quarter-wave  (with  the  metallic 
case  as  a  counterpoise).  Three  3-V  lithium 
batteries  will  power  the  equipment.  Telem¬ 
etry  and  a  CW  identifier  will  be  carried  on 
the  audio  subcarrier.  A  floatation  device  is 
to  deploy  to  keep  the  payload  afloat  for 
recovery.  Plans  to  include  a  GPS  unit  were 
scrapped,  Suits  said. 

"It  should  be  quite  a  show,"  Suits  said 
of  the  one-time  experimental  event.  It’s 
believed  this  will  be  the  first  sub-orbital 
rocket  launched  from  Wisconsin.  The  first 
Rockets  for  Schools  launch  was  in  Florida 
in  1993. 


The  ambitious  educational  project  must 
comply  not  just  with  local  and  federal  laws 
but  with  the  laws  of  physics  as  well.  Just 
for  the  Amateur  Radio  component,  Suits— a 
physics  professor  at  Michigan  Technologi¬ 
cal  University— has  found  the  demands  are 
stringent.  Space  in  the  payload  is  very 
tight:  it  measures  approximately  1 .6  inches 
in  diameter  by  1  foot  long.  In  addition,  the 
launch  will  impose  some  100  g  of  force 
and  temperatures  could  rise  briefly  into  the 
region  of  250?  C.  Suits  says  he’s  done 
some  ATV  work  on  the  ground  but  "never 
anything  this  ambitious"  before. 

Prior  to  the  rocket  launch,  Near  Space 
Sciences,  a  group  involved  with  the  rocket 
launch,  will  send  up  a  balloon  with  an 
amateur  crossband  repeater,  color  ATV 
system  and  GPS.  The  equipment  on  the 
balloon  will  facilitate  communication  be¬ 
tween  the  launch  site  and  outlying  areas. 

The  project  had  obtained  approvals 
from  the  FAA,  the  EPA,  the  US  Coast 
Guard  and  "a  whole  pile  of  local  authori¬ 
ties,"  Suits  said.  ARRL  General  Counsel 
Chris  Imlay,  N3AKD,  is  helping  with 
FCC  notifications  and  approvals  required 
for  operation  above  50  km  (approximately 
31  miles)  altitude.  -  The  ARRL  Letter

Be  sure  tc  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event  there 
are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or  information 
given. 

Some  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC  Form  610 
and  advance  registration  at  least  30  days  before  the 
exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit  walkins.  Check  with 
sponsor. ) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy  of  the 
current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  cut  completely  (AND

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INTRODUCTION 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles  that  will 
cover  the  various  aspects  of  Part  97  Rules.  The 
intent  of  these  articles  will  be  to  increase  your 
awareness  of  certain  Part  97  Rules  and  how  they 
can  apply.  Awareness  can  help  minimize  accidental 
or  unknown  non-compliance  situations.  The  OO 
Program  seeks  to  assist  hams  in  their  every’  day 
radio  operations.  The  OO  Program  can  give  techni¬ 
cal  guidance  to  hams  who  have  RFI  concerns. 

Disclaimer :  These  articles  are  MY  com¬ 
mon-sense  interpretations  of  various  situations  and 
how  the  Rules  may  apply.  I  am  NOT  speaking 
on  behalf  of  the  ARRL  or  the  FCC,  as  what  may  be 
common  sense  to  you  and  I  can  be  totally  disre¬ 
garded  by  these  two  groups.  But  these  interpreta¬ 
tions  are  the  directing  policies  of  the  Wisconsin  OO 
Program. 

Know  Your  Rules  #1 

S  97.119  Station  identification,  (partial) 

(a)  Each  amateur  station,  except  a  space  station 
or  telecommand  station,  must  transmit  its  assigned 
call  sign  on  its  transmitting  channel  at  the  end  of 
each  communication,  and  at  least  every  ten  minutes 
during  a  communication,  for  the  purpose  of  clearly 
making  the  source  of  the  transmissions  from  the 
station  known  to  those  receiving  the  transmissions. 
No  station  may  transmit  unidentified  communica¬ 
tions  or  signals,  or  transmit  as  the  station  call  sign, 
any  call  sign  not  authorized  to  the  station. 

(b)  The  call  sign  must  be  transmitted  with  an 
emission  authorized  for  the  transmitting  channel  in 
one  of  the  following  ways: 

(1)  By  a  CW  emission. 

(2)  By  a  phone  emission  in  the  English  language. 

This  Rule  is  rather  straight  forward  but  is  often 
violated  or  improperly  challenged  by  hams  who 
think  they  know  the  Rule. 

The  reason  for  ID’ing  as  per  the  Rule  ID  for  the 
"purpose  of  clearly  making  the  source  of  the  trans¬ 
missions  from  the  station  known."  In  keeping  with 
the  intent  of  this  Rule  -  ID’ing  with  sub-audible 
tones,  pre-recorded  packet  bursts,  garbled  or 
modified  voice  devices,  very  high  speed  >  30  WPM 
CW,  sudden  reduction  of  power  or  antenna  radia¬ 
tion  pattern,  or  a  sudden  change  of  modu¬ 
lation/deviation  can  be  considered  an  IMPROPER 
ID! 

I  also  feel  that  No-Code  Technicians  should 
NOT  be  allowed  to  use  CW  as  an  ID  method  since 
they  have  NOT  been  tested  for  proficiency  or 
knowledge  of  International  Morse  Code. 

Since  about  1982,  HAMs  are  NOT  required  to 
ID  at  the  beginning  or  during  the  initial  call.  How¬ 
ever,  using  callsigns  is  a  smart,  logical,  and  com¬ 
mon  practice  that’s  still  used  (i.e.  N7POI  N6JSX 
calling).  HAMs  using  their  HOME  repeater  can  be 
heard  using  the  last  few  letters  of  the  callsigns  (i.e. 
POI  JSX). 

Within  ten  minutes  or  if  the  call  is  unsuccessful 
I  ID  "N6JSX  clear”  as  a  courtesy  to  others  who 
may  be  waiting.  Brief,  to  the  point,  and  fulfill  my 
Rules  obligation.

Florida  Hams,  FCC  Clip 
Unlicensed  Lawnmower  Men 


What  started  out  sounding  like  intermod  from  a 
lawn  service  company  on  a  Sarasota,  Florida, 
Amateur  Radio  repeater  (W4IE/R,  146.91  MHz)  in 
mid-February  turned  into  a  three-week-long  ordeal 
involving  the  FCC  and  a  lot  of  legwork  by  the 
Sarasota  Amateur  Radio  Association,  the  repeater’s 
sponsor.  The  intermod  turned  out  to  be  bootlegging, 
and  club  members  logged  and  transcribed  transmis¬ 
sions  by  several  people  using  false  call  signs--in- 
cluding  phone-patch  calls. 

After  about  a  week,  the  FCC’s  Tampa,  Florida, 
office  was  called  in.  Initially,  the  FCC  was  reluc¬ 
tant  to  deal  with  the  problem,  but  after  club  offi¬ 
cials  called  the  FCC’s  Wireless  Telecommunications 
Bureau  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  problem  was 
handled  quickly.  (See  editorial  "Where’s  the  FCC" 
in  this  issue  of  BSSS  -  editor.)  By  month’s  end,  the 
field  engineer-in-charge  told  the  Sarasota  hams  who 
had  done  the  tracking  that  they  would  be  in  the  area 
that  day. 

On  the  afternoon  of  February  27,  the  FCC  told 
the  hams  that  they  had  established  a  "fingerprint"  of 
the  offenders’  transmitter  and-as  a  bonus-also  had 
identified  two  other  individuals  who  had  been 
making  rude  noises  on  the  repeater!  In  the  joint 
effort  that  ensued,  FCC  field  personnel  and  the 
Sarasota  hams  physically  located  and  observed  the 
perpetrators  that  same  day.  That  evening,  FCC 
personnel  called  at  the  home  of  the  owner  of  the 
lawn  service  whose  workers  had  been  using  the 
W4IH  repeater.  The  FCC  stated  the  owner  was 
"very  cooperative,"  and  several  radios  and  the 
employees  involved  were  rounded  up.  Club  mem¬ 
bers  later  learned  that  charges  were  filed  against  the 
lawn  service  and  the  involved  employees.

Petitions,  Telecoms  Act  Behind 
Vanity  Call  Sign  Delay 

A  lack  of  FCC  action  on  four  Petitions  for 
Reconsideration  and  a  flurry  of  activity  to  imple¬ 
ment  the  provisions  of  the  newly  signed  Telecom¬ 
munications  Act  of  1996  are  among  the  factors 
behind  the  Commission’s  recently  announced  delay 
in  the  Amateur  Radio  vanity  call  sign  program.  The 
FCC  has  said  it  would  wait  at  least  until  mid-year 
to  announce  when  it  plans  to  open  the  first  gate  or 
gates  of  the  long-awaited  program.  The  FCC  had 
been  expected  to  announce  opening  dates  early  this 
year.  The  deadline  to  file  comments  has  expired. 

Still  awaiting  FCC  action  are  Petitions  for 
Reconsideration  filed  last  fall  by  Charnelle  H. 
Summers,  W4IJE;  David  B.  Popkin,  W2CC; 
Robert  Nelson,  on  behalf  of  the  Hill  Country 
Amateur  Radio  Club;  and  Christine  M.  Gill,  on 
behalf  of  the  Southern  California  Repeater  and 
Remote  Base  Association. 

In  his  petition.  Summers  asks  the  FCC  to  amend 
the  vanity  call  sign  rules  to  permit  survivors  of 
Extra  Class  licensees  to  get  a  late  parent’s  call  sign 
without  having  to  upgrade,  but  only  if  the  applicant 
has  held  an  Advanced  Class  license  for  at  least  25 
years  and  the  parent  had  been  dead  for  more  than 
two  years.  Summers  would  like  to  obtain  W4AR, 
the  call  sign  of  his  late  father,  who  died  in  1991.  In 
its  Memorandum  and  Order,  the  FCC  granted  a 
reconsideration  request  by  Popkin  to  limit  relatives 
to  obtaining  the  call  signs  of  deceased  relatives  that 
were  of  the  same  or  lower  operator  class  held  by 
the  applicant. 

Popkin,  in  his  latest  petition,  wants  the  FCC  to 
fine  tune  the  wording  of  the  rules  to  make  it  clear 
that  if  no  call  signs  on  an  applicant’s  list  of  choices 
is  available,  the  FCC  refund  the  fee  and  would  not 
classify  the  original  call  sign  vacated  by  the  appli¬ 
cant  as  a  vanity  call  sign  requiring  a  fee  for  future 
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DEG/ARES  Liaison 


Mack  Brophy,  N9NTB,  shown  above,  has  resigned  his 
position  as  liaison  between  the  Wisconsin  Department  of 
Emergency  Government  (DEG)  and  the  Amateur  Radio 
Emergency  Service  (ARES).

renewals.  He  also  asks  that  renewal  applications  be 
accepted  on  the  license  expiration  date,  not  just 
prior  to  the  date. 

The  Hill  Country  Amateur  Radio  Club  of 
Kerrville,  Texas,  requests  the  FCC  permit  club 
stations  issued  licenses  after  March  24,  1995,  to 
apply  for  the  call  sign  of  a  deceased  member  under 
Gate  1  A.  The  club’s  call  sign,  KC50JZ,  was  issued 
May  5,  1995. 

The  Southern  California  Repeater  and  Remote 
Base  Association  petition  asserts  that  in  the  process 
of  revising  the  vanity  call  sign  rules,  the  FCC 
"unintentionally  introduced  inequities. "  The  associa¬ 
tion  cites  the  Commission’s  denial  of  an  ARRL 
reconsideration  request  to  limit  an  applications  for 
a  vanity  call  sign  to  those  available  in  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  call  sign  district.  The  association  wants  the 
commission  to  change  the  procedures  for  Gate  1 
filings  to  allow  for  placing  a  deceased  family 
member’s  higher-grade  call  sign  in  "reserve"  for 
two  years  to  give  an  applicant  time  to  upgrade. 
Both  the  SCRRBA  and  Summers  expressed  con¬ 
cerns  that  the  FCC  failed  to  provide  a  two-year 
"upgrade  period"  as  the  vanity  call  sign  program 
commences. 

FCC  vanity  call  sign  application  Form  610V  is 
now  available,  but  the  FCC  will  not  accept  com¬ 
pleted  forms  until  it  opens  the  appropriate  filing 
gates.

Sunspots  Turn  up  Missing 

Keep  those  low-band  antennas  tip!  Solar  seer 
Tad  Cook,  KT7H,  reports  solar  activity  continues 
to  be  extremely  low,  with  extended  periods  of  no 
sunspots  at  all.  "It  looks  like  1996  will  certainly  be 
the  year  of  the  quiet  sun  for  cycle  22,"  said  Cook. 
Current  projections  show  the  sunspot  minima  (ie, 
numbers  of  sunspots  observed)  will  occur  this  year, 
with  the  minimum  solar  flux  still  a  year  off.  After 
the  minimum,  activity  should  begin  to  move  upward 
rapidly,  and  even  10  meters  could  be  exciting  again 
in  a  few  years,  he  said. 

Current  80  and  160-meter  conditions  are  good, 
especially  with  the  quiet  geomagnetic  conditions  we 
are  experiencing.  Conditions  on  the  higher  bands 
should  improve  soon  because  of  seasonal  variations 
as  we  head  into  spring,  and  not  because  of  solar 
activity.

No.  30:  ANY  PORT  IN  A  STORM 


One  of  the  most  troublesome  tasks  in  setting  up 
your  computer  is  getting  new  devices,  such  as  a 
mouse  or  modem,  to  work  properly.  Often,  some¬ 
one  adds  a  mouse  to  their  system  and  finds  that  a 
modem  no  longer  works,  or  vice  versa.  The  basic 
reason  is  that  addition  of  the  new  device  causes 
conflicts  that  did  not  exist  before.  Here  is  why,  and 
some  general  background  on  how  to  avoid  conflicts. 

First  and  foremost,  there  are  a  number  of 
hardware  connections  in  your  computer  that  allow 
a  card  you  plug  in  (modem,  scanner  or  whatever)  to 
"talk"  to  the  rest  of  the  computer.  These  are  physi¬ 
cal  wire  connections,  and  when  that  new  modem 
you  plug  in  wants  to  communicate  with,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  the  Central  Processing  Unit  (CPU;  8088  or 
80286,  386,  486  or  Pentium  chip),  it  does  so  by 
activating  the  wire.  This  activation  is  called  an 
Interrupt  Request,  because  it  is  asking  the  CPU  to 
temporarily  interrupt  what  it  was  doing  to  pay 
attention  to  the  modem’s  needs.  The  Interrupt 
Request  wires  are  called  IRQ  lines  for  short.  XTs 


nave  rrr  3Diiie  livv^s  die  aTixauy — ucuiiaicu — err 
certain  tasks,  and  can’t  normally  be  used  for  other 
jobs.  Here  is  a  list  of  both  XT  and  AT  IRQ  lines, 
and  the  tasks  assigned  to  them.  Note  that  although 
there  are  8  and  16  IRQs,  they  are  numbered  from 
0  to  7  and  0  to  15.  We  inherit  this  wonderful  little 
numbering  confusion  from  computer  engineers.

You  can  see  that  there  are  not  a  lot  of  choices  in 
an  XT;  all  8  IRQ  lines  are  assigned  to  something. 
Don’t  set  your  modem  to  use  IRQ5  in  an  XT  or 
you  may  loose  use  of  the  hard  drive! 

Ports  are  the  next  consideration.  We’ve  already 
seen  in  previous  articles  that  parallel  ports  send  8 
bits  of  data  out  8  wires,  like  8  people  walking  down 
a  hallway  side  by  side.  If  the  8  people  walk  down 
the  hall  single  file,  that  is  serial  communications. 
Commonly  in  XTs,  there  are  two  serial  ports  and

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and  software.  You  can  purchase  serial  cards  that 
have  four  or  more  ports,  but  you  have  to  have  the 
software  (and  IRQs)  to  make  them  work. 

The  table  above  shows  that  the  serial  ports  have 
a  specific,  standard  assignment  to  IRQs.  COM2  and 
4  must  use  IRQ3;  IRQ3  indicates  when  data  is 
coming  in  on  COM2  or  COM4  and  the  computer 
will  enable  reception  of  one  or  the  other,  BUT 
NOT  BOTH  AT  THE  SAME  TIME.  Similarly, 
COM1  and  COM3  use  IRQ4.  You  can  have  a 
device  plugged  into  COM1  and  another  device 
plugged  into  COM3,  and  you  may  get  away  with 
using  both,  but  NEVER  AT  THE  SAME  TIME  if 
they  are  both  assigned  to  IRQ4.  Mice  are  devices 
which  often  give  headaches  in  this  context.  Mice 
are  always  active  and  ready  to  send  data  to  the 
computer,  and  so  should  never  be  in  a  position  to 
share  an  interrupt  with  another  device.  Try  it.  Just 
plug  a  mouse  into  COM1  (which  uses  IRQ4)  and 
assign  a  modem  to  COM3  (which  also  uses  IRQ4). 
Disaster.  You  can  readily  expect  the  whole  machine 
to  lock  up  so  badly  that  the  three-finger  salute 
(CONTROL-ALT-DELETE)  will  not  work  to 
reboot.  You  will  need  to  turn  off  the  computer, 
then  back  on  again,  to  reboot  it. 

By  the  way,  a  modem  contains  a  serial  port.  If 
your  machine  has  two  serial  ports  (COM1  and 
COM2)  and  you  use  one  for  a  mouse  and  the  other 
for  a  scanner,  when  you  add  a  modem  it  will  need 
to  be  configured  for  COM3  or  COM4  (but  remem¬ 
ber  the  caveats  outlined  in  the  previous  paragraph). 
The  serial  port  in  a  modem  is  just  like  any  other;  it 
must  also  be  assigned  an  IRQ. 

Now  that  all  of  that  is  out  of  the  way,  let  me 
relate  that  it  IS  possible  for  two  devices  to  share  an 
IRQ.  One  example  is  a  modem  and  scanner  both 
using  IRQ3.  So  long  as  you  don’t  run  the  modem’s 
program  and  the  scanner’s  program  at  the  same 
time,  they  MAY  happily  coexist.  Sometimes  they 
won’t.  For  example,  if  you  load  the  scanner  pro¬ 
gram  in  your  CONFIG.SYS,  it  may  interfere  with 
the  modem  program  even  when  the  scanner  is  not 
being  used.  You  may  have  to  reboot  without  the 
scanner  program  in  order  to  have  a  trouble  free 
modem  session.  One  scenario  described  by  Ralph 
Griffin  in  his  excellent  article  titled  ALL  ABOUT 
IRQ  LINES  (available  on  Exec-PC)  is  that  the 
scanner  may  run  just  fine  after  running  the  modem 
program,  but  that  the  modem  program  will  not  run 
after  the  scanner.  This  is  because  the  scanner 
software  does  not  properly  restore  the  state  of  the 
IRQ  lines  after  it  runs,  while  the  modem  does.  I 
think  Nels  (WA9JOB)  described  just  this  problem  to 
me  recently.  The  solution  is  a  reboot  to  restore  the 
IRQ  line  states,  or  to  run  a  custom  program  to  do 
the  same  thing. 

Another  ploy  is  to  use  an  unused  IRQ.  For 
example,  if  you  have  an  XT  but  there  is  no  printer 
port  in  it,  you  can  certainly  assign  a  device  to 
IRQ7.  Note,  however,  that  if  there  is  a  printer 
(parallel)  port  installed  in  the  machine,  you  may 
have  to  disable  it  before  it  will  work  properly,  even 
if  no  printer  is  attached.  Many  boards  will  let  you 
disable  a  port  by  throwing  dip  switches  or  installing 
jumpers  right  on  the  board.  Now  that  I  have  said 
that,  note  that  disabling  the  port  is  not  always 
necessary;  it  may  work  just  fine  anyway.  If  that 
sounds  like  a  bit  of  voodoo,  it  is.  The  only  sure 
way  to  know  if  it  will  work  is  to  try  it.  Thank 
goodness  we  hams  are  experimenters! 

A  final  suggestion  and  credits  before  I  leave 
you.  If  you  have  a  choice,  assign  any  modem  you 
add  to  a  system  to  COM3.  That  seems  to  be  the 
standard  way  of  setting  things  up.  Thanks  to  Tom 
(WB9LNL)  for  suggesting  the  need  to  cover  this 
topic;  he’s  made  at  least  three  such  suggestions  so 
far.  If  YOU  have  a  pet  topic  you’d  like  me  to 
cover,  please  let  me  know.  Happy  computing.

WHERE’S  THE  FCC? 

An  editorial  by

"Let’s  cut  back  on  government  intervention," 
folks  sometimes  say.  Well,  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission  has  cut  back!  In  1984  they 
stopped  giving  Amateur  Radio  exams.  In  1986 
Volunteer  Examiner  Coordinators  began  keeping 
pools  of  license  questions.  Recently  the  FCC 
wanted  to  privatize  handling  interference  complaints 
and  special  call  sign  administration.  This  year  more 
effects  became  clear,  don’t  expect  business  as  usual 
at  the  FCC. 

Who  is  enforcing  the  Rules?  Does  the  FCC 
unknowingly  have  bureaucratic  requirements  that 
impede  resolving  its  own  customer’s  problems? 
Communicators  perceive  the  reasons  more  like 
excuses  when  the  FCC: 

•  never  finds  complainant  documentation  to 
be  precise  enough, 

•  feels  sealed  tape  recordings  are  potentially 
altered, 

•  lacks  a  budget  to  do  anything, 

•  is  unauthorized  to  take  action  or  to  do 
monitoring, 

•  sends  a  warning  letter  to  suspected  offender 
that  doesn ’t  seem  to  help, 

•  is  stopped  by  Federal  government  shut¬ 
downs  or  slowdowns, 

•  claims  to  wait  for  pending  regulations  on 
similar  cases  or 

•  technicians  must  observe  firsthand  to  take 
action. 

Interference  to  Amateur  Radio  frequencies,  most 


trequencies  and  loudmoutns  on  n  meters,  is  just 

part  of  the  symptoms  caused  by  neglect.  Don’t  feel 
that  we  are  alone.  There  are  problems  in  the  broad¬ 
cast  bands  and  on  TV  channels  as  well. 

Milwaukee’s  south  side  has  an  unlicensed  FM 
station  on  107.3  MHz;  for  the  past  year  WTPS-FM, 
7he  Pirate  Station,  is  heard  throughout  the  area. 
Songs  are  flagrantly  played  that  have  lyrics  unlike 
those  ever  heard  on  a  licensed  station.  Programs  are 
broadcasting  which  highlight  racism,  sexism, 
political  attacks,  profanity  and  even  degrading 
remarks  about  the  FCC,  just  to  mention  a  few.  Is 
this  taking  freedom  of  speech  to  the  limit? 

One  Milwaukee  resident,  who  is  not  a  ham, 
asked  the  FCC  for  help.  His  favorite  music  station 
is  overpowered  by  unlicensed  WTPS-FM  that  is  on 
a  nearby  frequency.  He  put  in  hundreds  of  hours  of 
work  to  develop  meticulous  documentation,  record¬ 
ings,  lengthy  logs  and  technical  reports.  Despite  a 
thick  file  of  correspondence  with  the  FCC,  he  is 
finally  stuck  at  step  eight  (see  above  list).  WTPS- 
FM  could  be  fined  up  to  $10,000  for  the  offenses, 
but  conflicting  excuses  of  lacking  a  budget  and 
requiring  technicians  to  observe  from  the  FCC 
firsthand,  delay  enforcement  progress.  Perhaps  it 
costs  the  FCC  more  than  $10,000  to  send  two 
technicians  to  Milwaukee.  Then  too,  the  offender 
probably  doesn’t  have  that  much  money  or  the 
evidence  might  be  unsubstantiated  so  it  could  be  a 
wasted  trip. 

Meanwhile,  there  is  a  sister  FM  station  that 
occasionally  simulcasts  WTPS  programming  on 
another  FM  frequency  on  the  north  side  of  Milwau¬ 
kee.  The  offender  is  also  adding  unlicensed  Channel 
52  to  area  television  viewing  and  called  the  Pe  Po 
TV  channel.  There  have  been  on-the-air  tests  with 
highly  objectionable  videos. 

Another  case  admits  to  a  lack  of  FCC  response. 
You  may  have  read  about  it.  The  Milwaukee  Jour¬ 
nal  reported  .  .  Milwaukee’s  Alderman  Gordon 


Dorruuvi  radio  ana  t  v  jammer.  Apparently  me  fll 

refused  to  help  because  it  is  not  their  jurisdiction, 
another  reason  for  lack  of  response. 

The  FCC  recently  sold  14  billion  dollars  worth 
of  public  domain  spectrum  to  commercial  ventures, 
yet  they  want  to  privatize  solving  interference 
problems  and  perhaps  continue  to  set  aside  regula¬ 
tion  enforcement.  Are  they  just  the  auctioneer?  The 
FCC  seems  to  cater  to  only  wealthy  corporate 
communicators  who  are  easier  to  regulate.  Is  this 
sending  a  message  to  the  villains  of  Amateur  Radio 
and  the  intruders  of  commercial  radio  and  TV  to  do 
whatever  they  want? 

Maybe  government  intervention  is  just  what  the 
doctor  ordered.  It  helps  prevent  such  blatant  disre¬ 
gard  of  the  rules  from  infecting  the  health  of  those 
who  properly  use  the  radio  frequencies.

WELL  DONE! 

Our  hats  are  off  to  the  dozens  of 
radio  amateurs  and  their  leaders  who 
responded  to  the  request  for  disaster 
communications  following  the  train 
derailment  in  Weyauwega.  That  derail¬ 
ment  resulted  in  extreme  danger  be¬ 
cause  of  burning,  pressurized  propane 
tank  cars.  It's  too  early  yet  to  know 
just  how  many  of  our  number  an¬ 
swered  the  call,  but  it  is  known  that, 
given  the  long  duration  of  the  situation 
there,  hams  from  more  than  twenty 
counties  drew  duty,  both  in  Waupaca, 
where  most  of  the  more  than  1,700 
evacuees  were  taken  to  shelters,  and 
at  the  Wisconsin  Division  of  Emergency 
Government  Emergency  Operations 
Center  in  Madison.  For  at  least  twelve 
days  (our  best  guess  right  now),  hams 
were  working  24  hours  a  day  to  help 
relief  agencies  function  efficiently.  The 
direct  and  immediate  contact  with  DEG 
in  Madison  was  of  great  help,  too.  As 
this  is  written,  we  at  BSSS  don't  know, 
with  a  few  exceptions,  who  the  re¬ 
sponders  are.  But  they  do.  If  you  are 
one  who  worked  at  either  location, 
please  accept  our  accolades.  You  have 
done  once  again  what  Amateur  Radio 
operators  do  best:  You  were  there, 
donating  your  time,  your  equipment, 
and  your  expertise  to  help  those  who 
needed  that  help.  You  are  a  credit  to 
the  hobby,  and,  on  behalf  of  all  radio 
amateurs,  we  say  to  you:  thank  you! 

So  far  as  we  know,  no  one  was 
injured  at  all,  and  no  one  was  killed.  If 
miracles  happen,  that  certainly  quali¬ 
fies. 

We  hope  to  have  more  details  for  a 
followup  story  in  our  May  issue.

all  HAM  operations  when  ID’ing  -  as  the  top  tested 
CW  speed  for  OO/HAMs  is  ONLY  20  WPM. 
Repeaters  ARE  TO  ID  at  the  ten  minute  conclusion, 
before  going  to  sleep,  after  the  initial  transmitter 
key  up  that  put  a  carrier  on  the  air,  even  if  no 
conversation  or  audio  was  ever  transmitted. 

Now  for  a  gray  area  due  to  a  lack  of  Part  97 
definition.  How  many  transmitters  may  be  simulta¬ 
neously  keyed  in  the  definition  of  a  "ham  station"? 
This  in  regards  for  the  purposes  of  ID’ing. 

Does  a  Repeater  licensee  have  to  ID  his  HT 
when  he  is  talking  through  HIS  repeater  that  is 
already  ID’ing  HIS  callsign? 

Does  ID’ing  through  the  first  transmitter  (HT) 
constitute  ID’ing  of  all  the  cross-band  operations 
transmitters? 

The  best  answer  is  ID  all  transmitters  -  be  safe 
-  be  proud  of  your  callsign  and  accomplishments! 
Remember  the  INTENT  of  the  Rule  is  to  "clearly 
making  the  source  of  the  transmissions  known. "  But 
the  Rules  do  not  specifically  state  both  transmitters 
used  MUST  be  ID’ed. 

Remember:  these  Rules  are  part  of  what  makes 
Amateur  (HAM)  Radio  unique  to  any  other  hobby 
in  the  USA.  Amateur  Radio  is  sanctioned  and 
supported  by  the  United  States  government  as  a 
privilege  to  uniquely  qualified  citizens.  We’re 
special  so  HAM  it  up  -  wisely!

March  13,  1996

Arrest  Made  in  Murder  of  Ham  Couple 

Authorities  in  Louisiana  have  arrested  an  18-year-old  man  in  the  brutal  slayings  of 
former  ARRL  Delta  Director  Floyd  Teetson  (originally  from  Wisconsin  -  BSSS  editor), 
W5MUG,  and  his  wife  Winnie,  WN5YTR.  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana,  Sheriffs 
Department  Investigator  Gary  Valentine  said  Kevin  Coleman  of  Heflin,  Louisiana,  who 
used  to  do  yard  work  for  the  couple,  was  arrested  March  18  and  charged  with  two  counts 
of  homicide.  Coleman,  a  suspect  from  the  day  the  bodies  were  found,  confessed  to  the 
murders,  Valentine  said.  Coleman  already  was  behind  bars  at  the  Webster  Jail  in  Minden 
when  he  was  arrested,  serving  a  sentence  on  an  unrelated  traffic  charge. 

According  to  Valentine,  robbery  was  the  apparent  motive  in  the  killings.  Authorities 
recovered  jewelry  and  valuables  that  had  been  taken  from  the  Teetsons’  home.  They  also 
recovered  a  knife  and  a  length  of  pipe  believed  used  in  the  killings.  Valentine  said  Coleman 
struck  while  the  couple  was  at  home,  apparently  hoping  the  Teetsons  would  tell  him  where 
they  kept  other  valuables  and  money.  Coleman  is  being  held  without  bond.  The  case  is  to 
be  presented  to  a  Webster  Parish  grand  jury,  which  will  decide  whether  to  indict. 

The  couple’s  family  had  offered  a  10,000  dollar(s)  reward  for  information  leading  to 
the  arrest  and  successnil  prosecution  of  the  couple’s  killer.  The  Teetsons’  bodies  were 
found  outside  their  home  near  Heflin,  Louisiana,  February  23.  Authorities  believe  the 
couple  died  two  days  earlier.

He  was  an  Honor  Roll  DXer  and  active  contester  and 
had  been  a  member  of  several  multi-op  contest  teams  operating  from  various  Caribbean  DX 
sites.  The  Teetsons  were  active  ARRL  members.

l  sing  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  14 
by  Andy  Nemec,  KB9ALN 

Last  time  we  finished  our  look  at  your  station  and  how  it  works  with  the 
network.  We  covered  recommended  TNC  parameter  settings,  and  talked  about  how 
these  affect  network  performance. 

But  no  matter  how  well  your  TNC  and  radio  are  "tweaked",  your  operating 
habits  can  also  affect  network  and  LAN  performance.  They  can  also  affect  your 
enjoyment  of  this  mode.  Many  people  are  not  quite  clear  on  some  aspects  of 
packet  operation,  and  this  can  frustrate  them  and  keep  them  from  enjoying  the 
potential  of  this  mode. 

One  of  the  more  popular  Packet  Radio  activities  to  be  found  is  the  daily 
check-in  to  the  local  BBS.  As  simple  as  this  ritual  may  be,  there  is  a  great 


potential  that  is  largely  unused  ir.  nest  of  the  BBS ' s 
that  are  in  use  in  Wisconsin. 

Most  of  the  BBS’s  in  this  state  are  called  KSYS. 

It  is  a  particular  kind  of  program  written  by  Mike 
Pechura,  WA8BXN.  Simple  functions  are  easy  enough  to 
use,  if  you  are  familiar  with  them.  Some  of  the  more 
complex  functions  are  often  ignored;  some  folks 
simply  have  not  explored  them.  We  will  net  cover  all 
of  these,  but  will  tell  you  how  to  more  efficiently 
utilize  one  of  these  B3S's,  so  you  can  get  the  maximum 
enjoyment  out  of  it,  and  be  nicer  to  your  packet 
neighbors.  In  this  installment,  we  will  cover  the 
"receiving"  of  packet  messages.  Next  month,  we  will 
cover  "sending".  The  following,  we  will  look  at  the 
MSYS  node  operation. 

First,  a  few  BBS  basics.  Those  messages  you  read  that 
come  from  all  over  the  country  (and  the  world)  are 
passed  from  one  BBS  to  another,  bucket-brigade  style. 
What  appears  on  your  local  BBS  will  very  likely  appear 
on  any  other  BBS  you  visit  in  the  state.  Each  BBS  has 
what  is  called  a  "hierarchal  address",  and  that  is  how 
your  personal  messages  make  their  way  to  you,  your 
home  BBS  has  a  unique  address.  It  is  best  to  choose  a 
home  BBS  that  is  close  to  you.  It  will  save  a  lot  of 
time,  and  ir  very  likely  is  no  different  than  the  one 
that  you  have  in  your  town , 

Now,  about  your  "home"  BBS.  Everyone  who  elects 
to  send  and  receive  packet  mail  must  choose  one  (and 
ONLY  one)  home  BBS.  You  choose  your  home  BBS  when  you 
register  at  a  given  BBS.  Once  you  register  a  BBS  as 
your  home  BBS,  you  have  a  hierarchal  address  at  that 
BBS.  If  you  have  any  doubt  as  to  what  your  hierarchal 
address  is,  or  how  to  register  at  a  BBS,  leave  a 
message  to  the  sysop  of  that  BBS  and  he  or  she  will  be 
happy  to  help  you  cut. 

The  Hierarchal  address  is  most  significant  if 
you  expect  to  receive  a  reply  to  any  message.  There 
are  3  basic  types  of  messages;  personal,  bulletin, 
and  NTS  traffic. 

Personal  messages  are  just  that  -  intended  to  a 
particular  person  and  no  one  else.  When  you  log  into 
an  MSYS  BBS,  you  will  be  notified  if  you  have  mail 
waiting  for  you. 

Or,  the  current  versions  of  the  MSYS  BBS  software, 
bulletins  are  listed  by  category.  When  you  log  in,  you 
will  see  a  listing  of  such  categories,  which  is  drawn 
from  the  "To:"  address  of  the  message. 

NTS  traffic  is  found  by  using  the  LT  command. 
Many  people  do  not  realize  that  this  command  exists. 
It  is  easy  enough  to  use  and  can  be  helpful  to  pass 
local  NTS  traffic. 

Recent  versions  of  MSYS  BBS  software  is  oriented 
toward  simple  operation.  As  was  said  earlier,  you 
will  get  a  listing  of  your  personal  mail  when  you  log 
in.  For  example,  I  may  see  something  like  this  if  I 
have  personal  mail  waiting  for  me  when  I  log  in: 

Welcome  Andy,  to  KB9ALN-5 ' s  MSYS  BBS  in  Green 
Bay,  Wisconsin. 

You  have  unread  mail,  please  kill  when  read: 

MSG  #  TR  SIZE  TO  FROM  (3BBS  DATE  TITLE 

33989  PN  2112  K39ALN  N9PAY  KB9ALN  960401  April 
Fools! 

Enter  right  1  digits  of  msg  #'s  to  read  or  enter 
for  none 

To  read  the  message,  I  would  send  the  last  right- 
hand  digit  (in  this  case,  9)  to  the  BBS  and  it  will 
display  the  message.  It's  that  simple.  If  I  did  not 
want  to  read  this  message  just  yet,  I  would  hit  the 
Enter  key.  I  could  later  list  this  message  with  the  LM 
command,  and  read  it  as  well. 

Bulletins  are  just  as  easy  to  read,  but  can  often 
cause  a  great  flood  of  packets  that  can  greatly 
disrupt  the  LAN  frequency  and  the  network,  if  done  in 
a  sloppy  manner.  Most  people  are  familiar  with  the  L 
command.  This  simply  lists  new  messages  that  are  on 
the  BBS.  The  problem  with  this  command  is  that  it  is 
not  selective  at  all  -  it  will  list  all  the  messages 
the  BBS  has  received  since  you  last  logged  on.  You 
will  see  a  great  many  listings  for  things  that  you  may 
not  have  an  interest  in.  This  is  a  waste  of  the 
frequency.  As  I  said  before,  MSYS  is  a  very  aggressive 
program.  A  LIST  command  will  make  it  very  hard  to 
share  the  channel  with  others. 

There  is  a  much  better  alternative,  though.  When 
you  log  onto  the  BBS,  a  list  of  message  categories  is 
nicely  displayed  for  you.  If  you  have  an  interest  in 
For  Sale  items,  look  at  the  category  called  SALE.  You 
can  list  only  the  messages  in  this  category  by  typing 
L  SALE.  This  way,  you  get  a  chance  to  read  the  messages 
you  want  without  jamming  up  the  frequency  looking  at  a 
list  of  messages  you  don't  want . 

Periodically,  the  BBS  will  pause  and  ask  you: 

More?  [Y]es,  No,  Continuous?" 

To  receive  another  screenful,  hit  the  return 
key.  Sending  an  N  will  stop  the  listing.  Sending  a  C  is 
Rude!  This  means  that  the  BBS  will  send  a  listing  of

messages  that  will  not  pause  until  it  is  done.  NEVER 
do  this,  you  will  tie  up  the  LAN  or  Network  for  a 
significant  amount  of  time.  This  is  one  "feature" 
that  should  immediately  be  written  out  of  the  MSYS 
program; 

it  is  pointless  and  causes  more  problems  than  it 
is  worth. 

Sending  the  3BS  LC  will  give  you  a  listing  of  the 
message  categories,  should  you  list  one  category  and 
forget  what- other  message  categories  are  available. 
XC  toggles  between  an  automatic  listing  of  categories 
when  you  log  in,  and  no  listing  of  categories  at  log¬ 
in 

Reading  a  bulletin  is  much  the  same  as  reading  a 
personal  message.  As  before,  the  BBS  will 
periodically  pause  and  ask  you  if  you  want  more,  or  if 
you  would  like  to  read  one  of  the  messages.  It  will 
prompt  you  for  a  certain  number  of  digits  in  the 
message  number .  You  would  type  in  those  digits,  and  it 
will  display  the  message.  Hint:  You  may  read  more  than 
one  message  in  succession,  and  you  must  give  the 
proper  number  of  digits.  For  example,  if  the  BBS  asked 
you  for  the  right  3  digits  of  the  message  number,  and 
the  message  number  is  26095,  then  you  will  send  095  . 
You  will  need  to  send  the  0  in  order  for  the  BBS  to 
correctly  interpret  the  message  number. 

This  covers  the  basics  of  reading  messages.  Next 
time,  we  will  cover  the  correct  way  to  send  a  message 
or  a  bulletin.
